Community members celebrated 
during Spirit of Niagara ceremony 


Niagara-on-the-Lake Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce executive direc¬ 
tor Janice Thomson thought Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte was going off- 
script a little when he was handing 
out the Citizen of the Year Award 
at Queen’s Landing Tuesday, but 
she wasn’t surprised - until she 
heard him say her name. 

Through an elaborate and 
clever deception, Darte, along 
with Chamber of Commerce pres¬ 
ident Rainer Hummel and past- 
president Ray Guy, managed to 
catch Thomson completely off¬ 
guard at the annual event the 
chamber organizes to recognize 
business and community leaders. 

"Notwithstanding the input to 
the selection committee by the 
executive director of the cham¬ 


ber, a sub-committee of the award 
selection has awarded the Lord 
Mayor's Chamber of Commerce 
Citizen of the Year Award to Janice 
Thomson," said Darte. 

He spoke of the international rec¬ 
ognition she has drawn to the town, 
and her many appointments that

Niagara’s GO pieces 
are falling into place 


eamwork, it seems, was the only 


Niagara’s chances of finally procuring 
GO rail service after so many years of 
trying appear brighter than ever today 
because, it appears, regional voices 
finally started singing from the same 
songbook. 

"We’re ready," Niagara Regional 
Chairman Alan Caslin said recently. 

After getting stuck in traffic on her 
way to Niagara for a meeting with 
municipal officials in 2014, Premier 
Kathleen Wynne apparently told her 
people to work closely with Niagara 
representatives trying to put together 
the business plan to advance GO all the 
way through St Catharines and into 
Niagara Falls. 

And now, that plan is under scrutiny 
at Queen's Park and there are alotof 
reasons to believe confirmation of GO rail 
extension might be as little as ayear away. 

For one, it never made sense that a 
good traffic jam could practically cut 
off an entire region from the rest of 
Ontario. And not a summer weekend 
goes by that vehicles aren’t backed up 
for kilometres, sometimes nearly to 
Hamilton, as tourists line up to visit 
Niagara. 

Adding rail service would take some 
of the load off the busy QEW all the year 
round, relieving congestion through 
Hamilton to the bottleneck as the 
highway enters Burlington. 


Andifyou want to talkdollars and 
cents, it makes sense to get more 
people into Niagara. 

The feet is, there is a lot of tax revenue 
to be reaped by the province and local 
governments by having more tourists 
visit Niagara. 

Nowhere in Ontario, nor probably 
in all of eastern Canada, is there such 
a concentration of wineries, casinos, 
music and entertainment venues and 
bicycling paths forvisitors to enjoy. Not 
to mention attractions like Clifton Hill 
and Marineland in Niagara Falls or any 
of the venues offered by the Niagara 


As busy as Niagara already is, it could 
be argued there is still a large amount of

should be viewed as an investment that 
will pay off with a healthy return, rather 
than another expense on the provincial 
government’s already long, long list of 

It can also be looked at as a way for 
Ontario to protect the investments it 
has already made here H its billion- 
dollar casinos, the downtown St 
Catharines arts and concert halls, the

There are risks. Of course, there are. 
But the railway tracks are already there. 
The train stations are already there, but 
will need some upgrades. 

Weighing the evidence, the case for 
expanded GO rail service is pretty strong.

The students at Royal Oak Com¬ 
munity School have learned an 
important lesson about kindness.
